THE  GROVER  C.  CRISWELL  CONFEDERATE  BOND  COLLECTION 


NASCA  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  present  for  the  patronage  of  serious  bond  collectors  the  Grover 
C.  Criswell  Collection  of  Confederate  bonds.  This  collection,  formed  over  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
has  the  widest  span  of  material  offered  in  any  similar  collection  for  many  years.  Indeed,  as  can  be 
seen  from  the  write  ups  which  appear  in  the  footnotes  to  each  lot,  there  are  an  extraordinary 
number  of  extremely  or  excessively  rare  pieces  in  this  sale. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  signatures  on  such  bonds  vary  considerably.  The  first  Register, 
Alexander  B.  Clitherall  of  Alabama,  resigned  on  July  29,  1861,  and  was  not  replaced  until  two 
weeks  later  by  Robert  Tyler,  a  son  of  former  U.S.  President  John  Tyler  by  his  first  wife.  In  the 
interim,  and  during  such  times  as  Tyler  was  necessarily  absent  from  his  office,  Charles  T.  Jones, 
formerly  Acting  Register  and  Chief  Clerk  for  the  U.S.  Treasury,  signed  bonds  and  other  docu¬ 
ments.  Indeed,  because  of  the  press  of  business,  there  arose  a  practice  whereby  Jones  would  sign 
as  "Acting  Register"  even  when  Tyler  was  at  his  desk.  This  dubiously  legal  procedure  coupled 
with  the  growing  volume  of  coupon  bonds,  registered  bonds,  call  certificates  and  the  like  led  to  the 
Act  of  February  11,  1863,  whereby  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  expressly  authorized  to 
appoint  two  other  persons  to  sign  bonds  on  Tyler's  behalf.  The  only  persons  thus  authorized  were 
Charles  A.  Rose  (a  Richmond  notary  public  and  chief  clerk  of  the  Treasury  Department  in 
succession  to  Henry  Dickson  Capers,  Meminger's  biographer)  and  E.  Apperson,  a  former  treasury 
note  signer  and  clerk  in  the  Register's  office.  Apperson's  signature  only  appears  on  the  late  1863 
and  1864  issues. 


CONDITION 

All  bonds  are  folded  and  only  out  of  the  ordinary  problems  such  as  heavy  aging,  splits, 
tears,  holes  or  the  like  are  mentioned.  All  bonds  are  presumed  to  have  coupons  on  them  from 
April  1,  1865  onwards,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

The  purchaser  should  understand  that,  due  to  the  odd  supplies  of  paper  used  and  other 
variables,  paper  coloration  and  size  are  not  always  uniform  even  for  undoubtedly  genuine  items. 
Many  bonds  exist  only  with  trimmed  margins.  Extremely  close  margins  will  be  mentioned  as  such. 
It  must  also  be  mentioned  that  the  individual  cutting  of  the  coupons  results  quite  frequently  in 
long  cuts  into  the  gutters  of  those  coupons  that  have  not  been  clipped.  These  will  not  be 
mentioned  unless  in  excess  of  an  inch  in  length. 

As  a  general  rule,  "stock"  certificates  or  other  registered  securities  tend  to  be  rarer  than  the 
coupon  bonds,  many  of  which  were  shipped  off  to  Europe  and  ended  in  Bondholder  Committee 
hoards.  Many  of  these  have  clipped  left  borders  where  they  were  separated  from  books  in  which 
they  were  bound.  Full  bordered  and  nicely  margined  specimens  should  command  a  premium. 

Where  particular  bond  types  are  desired  and  where  there  is  duplication  it  is  suggested  that 
either/or  bids  be  submitted  in  order  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  disappointment. 

TERMINOLOGY 

Various  terms  are  used  throughout  the  catalog  with  which  the  bidder  should  be  familiar.  The 
term  "remainder"  means  that  the  item  was  not  properly  prepared  and  issued  to  a  pruchaser.  Such 
items  may  be  "prepared"  (numbered  but  not  signed;  numbered  and  signed  but  not  assigned  to  an 
individual,  etc.).  Items  listed  as  pertaining  to  the  "Trans-Mississippi"  refer  to  bond  or  other 
issues  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Arkansas.  Special  stamps  were  prepared  for  Houston  and 
Marshall,  Texas;  Shreveport;  and  all  hand  written  issues  occur  at  other  points.  These  surcharges 
were  necessary  to  prevent  bonds  sent  from  Richmond  to  that  region  from  being  captured  and  used 
by  the  Union.  Such  items  command  a  substantial  premium  over  regular  bonds  of  the  same  variety, 
especially  if  from  a  point  other  than  Houston,  Marshall  or  Shreveport.  Arkansas  items  are  quite 
unusual  as  are  the  minor  Texas  depository  offices. 

BOND  NUMBERS 

In  numerous  cases,  there  are  terms  used  such  as  (lot  1),  "No.  129  of  25  issued."  or  the  like. 
Where  the  item  is  not  accompanied  by  number  ranges  (as  on  lot  24),  this  refers  to  the  bond  number 
and  the  number  of  bonds  of  that  denomination  and  type  emitted. 

PLATE  BONDS 

The  term  "Plate  Bond"  that  appears  in  many  instances  throughout  the  catalogue  immediately 
following  the  Criswell  number  refers  to  the  fact  that  the  bond  being  offered  is  the  actual  bond  that 
is  illustrated  in  the  Criswell  bond  book.  It  is  obvious  that  these  are  much  more  desirable  bonds 
than  ones  of  a  similar  type  and  should  command  a  premium  over  the  regular  price  paid  for  the 
same  type.
